Applicant makes reference to a copending parent application paragraph 0006 and the 
paragraph preceding paragraph 0001 as being US Application serial number 10/064,304. This 
serial number is incorrect. In actuality it is believed that Applicant is intended to reference serial 
number 10/064,308. Correction is required. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "computer" 40 (see claims 1 and 
6) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It is indefinite as to the 
structure that goes to make up a computer that controls both solenoids (20,30) and further 
calculates the weight, speed and placement of product dispensed as described in paragraph 0024. 
Furthermore, it is noted that a touch screen 41 is shown in Figure 1. However, the touch screen 
is not shown as being associated with a computer of any sort. If Applicant intends the computer 
arrangement to be the same as utilized in the parent device, a clear statement to the fact should 
appear in the specification. Furthermore, Examiner cautions Applicant to not add any new 
matter to the specification.
